Angus Morrison was born in Berkshire 
in 1902 and began to play the piano¬ 
forte at the age of four. His exceptional 
gifts soon became apparent and caused 
his parents to move their home to 
London to enable him to pursue his 
musical studies more fully. He became 
a pupil of Harold Samuel, the eminent 
pianist and unrivalled interpreter of 
Bach. At sixteen he won an Open 
Scholarship to the Royal College of 
Music where he continued to study the 
piano with Samuel and composition with 
Thomas Dunhill and Ralph Vaughan 
Williams.
